The name is only recalled to mind 
now by the dispatch the other day 
announcing the death of Dora Richard- 
son, the erstwhile child wife of the 
aged warrior and statesmao. 

It was one of tha strangoat ro- 
mances In history, that strange aflln- 
ity between ^e old man, the aristo- 
crat, scholar, diplomat and aoldler. 
the scion of one of the proudest lines 
In America and the little, untutored, 
unkempt girl of a poor white family. 
He was ninety, she waH thirteen. Ho 
waa old enough -to be her great-grand- 
father, yet he married her 

It was the old man's dream to uke 
the untaught child, aecustom her to 
the waya of culture^ educate her, 
make her a fitting heir for bla name 
and estate. He carried out hla part 
of the plau, but the poor child could 
never accustom herself to her un- 
usual surroundings. After she tired 
of the dolU and the other toys be 
bought her she pined for her own 
folks and, when he saw It was Inevit 
able, Oen i;lay yielded gracefully, 
dowering her with some of the pre- 
cious heirlooms of the Clay family 
and giving her a house. . The girl, in 
turn, having married Riley Brock, a 
youth of her own station and age, 
'named her first bom Clay Brook.

Clay was all but forgotten prior to 
1903 when his marriage to the slip 
of a girl brought once more into 
prominence the hero of a departed 
age.

ia»BON TEXT-Luke U:l-10. 

aOLDRN TEXT- "Even so, I say unto 
you, there is Joy in the presence of tim 
nngaU of Ood over ene sinner tllat r«- 

pentrth." I.uk* 16:11 

I. Introduction, w. 1-3. — We now 
come to that chaiiter In the Hlble 
which contains three of the more 
celebrated parables of our Lord. In 
last week's lesson we had set before 
us the severe terms of discipleship 
laid down by Jeaus to tbe multitude 
which, fbllowod him as he left the 
house of tho Pharlsao. The writer, 
Luke, makes a eloM oonnectlon be- 
tween tbe final admonition about 
"oars to hear" In chapter 14 and 
verse 1 of this lesson. Jesus had 
sifted the crowd though he had left 
the door open to hirns>'lf. lor he was 
seeking thoBO who were prepared to 
share with him in his enlerprlses of 
building and of conflict, if they could 
bear his teaching. This Is responded 
to by those outcast ones, the publicans 
and tho sinners. They bad no 
righteousness of their own, no splrli- 
nal hope oentered in themselves and 
they turned eagerly to one who was 
unquallfledly honeet with them though 
at the same time be set up heart 
searching condltlonn. What a con- 
trast! The grumhilni; theologians, 
criticizing and bickering, grieved that 
he should demean himself hy such 
associates. In reply. .lesus yliows 
them the truth of l!ie fundamental 
purpose of Ood's attKude toward iheae 
who eagerly sought to "hear," by giv- 
ing them these parables. In the flrst 
two, the sheep and the coin, wo see 
divine love seeking the slnnei*; in the 
third, the prodigal, we see the sinner 
seeking the fathar. Christ's Idea of 
goodness consists In acrlng the bad. 
The Pharisee holds aloof. Clirist goes 
out from among the Pharisees and 
among the outcasts.

almost ruined, so far as comfort and 
the conveniences of housekeeping are 
concerned. 

It has froQuently been aoggested 
that architects doing residence work 
should sei'k advice of the women 
concorning many points, and find out 
from first-hand testimony just how 
the tK iisekeeper Wants to have the 
01 11.; ]• iiures which mean so much 
to lici , but which mere man knows 
very little of. Some of these points 
that have been suggested are as fol- 
lows: 

What woman would put In laundry 
tubs .'^o deep that the lucliless worker 
who is of short or medium staturo is 
In lonstant danger of pitching for- 
ward upon her IknuI, while (he trill 
woman can at least reckon upon a 
bi'adache oi' b.ickaidie as the result of 
a few hours work; or. who but man 
would make the ledge between the 
tubs 80 wide that no ordinary wringer 
can be fitted to it? Would any wom- 
an dream of standing a kitchen range 
so close to the wall on the side where 
the match has to be applied and the 
Btop-cocks r. KUlated that It Is only 
by ili!lieult ii,aneiiveriii« witli the h'fl 
hand that the kuikc can he managed 
at all? 

Nor is there any plausible reason 
for so arranging the wall spaces that 
Tj^e refrigerator must stand next to 
the stove, while the closet In the 
kitchen, which Is to be used as a 
pantry, to as far away from the self- 
same stove as it Is possible to place 
It, presumably to give the cook some 
needed exercise In getting up a meal. 

Another Idea which should suggest 
Itself to the woman architect, or archi- 
tect's assistant.
